homy Czechoslovakian restaurant with 
more praise about use. The 
Savarin one those warm, slightly 
ragged ethnic establishments into which, 
one imagines, elderly bearded 
gentleman capacious overcoat might 
come p.m. for couple bowls 
hot soup and, fact, that’s just what 
happened the last time was there. 
the kind place where you rarely 
encounter leisure suits, where the dishes 
are cooked family and eaten 
people with time their hands. 

The food, however, disappointingly 
plain. Mushrooms Chateau ($1.25) were 
fresh, sliced and sauteed butter, garlic 
and beef broth, but the stock tasted too 
strongly commercial bouillon. Since the 
Savarin prepares lot meat, not 
unreasonable wish for real stock 
heighten the flavor this appetizer. 
vegetable soup (50 cents) relied the 
flavor carrots, celery and cauliflower; 
was thickened slightly with tiny flour- 
and-water dumplings, but remained 
bland. Tomato slices and iceberg lettuce 
with its best days behind it, 
complacent vegetable-oil vinaigrette, 
accounted for the salad (50 cents). Two 
well-garlicked but over-salted slices 
mediocre Italian bread passed garlic 

bread (50 cents).

For the second course, ordered the 
cheese fondue for two ($6.50), curious 
dish perhaps for Czechoslovakian menu, 
and one which did not make too big 
splash. But our party was composed 
entirely great cheese-eaters, and 
had trouble polishing off. The 
Savarin’s version was made, believe, 
from homogenized commercial Swiss 
(with white wine and Kirsch), and lacked 
the bite Emmenthaler, Gruyere, 
aged-Swiss fondue. addition, the 
accompanying bread was the 
uninteresting sub-roll variety. 


For entrees, the chicken livers herbs 
and white wine ($3.75) safe bet, but 
would stay away from something called 
shrimp Cataline ($4.75), four paltry 
crustaceans too-sweet sauce could 
probably reproduce with bottled French 
dressing, Campbell’s tomato soup and 
sour cream. Segedin Gulash ($3.95) was 
the most toothsome offering pork 
chunks simmered well-seasoned 
wine-and-tomato sauce with sauerkraut, 
served with simple homemade 
dumplings, major advance over bread 
for mopping one’s plate. 


The peach pie (65 cents) gets mixed 
reviews raves for delicious Danish- 
pastry crust, boos for canned peaches 
but apple strudel heavily flavored with 
cinnamon (also cents) was excellent.

Without slaves, our land 
would This sort logic 
characterized the Southern patriarchy 
that spawned Angelina Grimke, the 19th- 
century activist whose life chronicled 
Freedom and Angelina. The play, 
written and directed June Judson, 
currently being presented drama cum 
discussion public libraries the 
Boston area. 

Angelina Grimke (1805-1879) and her 
sister Sarah fled the family plantation 
South Carolina take the anti-slavery 
cause Philadelphia, first with the 
Quakers and later with more militant 
secular groups. The Grimke sisters found 
inspiration abolitionist leaders like 
William Lloyd Garrison and Theodore 
Weld, and eventually launched their own 
speaking engagements throughout the 
Northeast. 

But, pleased they were encounter 
native Southerners willing speak out 
against slavery, even the most liberal 
activists proved reluctant relinquish 
the podium couple unretiring 
women. one disgruntled editor said, 
opposed hens crowing and women 
preaching.”

Modern treatments American 
slavery usually tend caricature 
melodrama, which make this chapter 
our heritage seem less real, more like 
aberration. This program admirably 
foregoes those impulses, dealing seriously 
with the economic complexities that 
perpetuated slavery and with the 
uncomfortable adjustments required 
pious abolitionists. When Angelina 
complains that she must spend her time 
“toiling domestic life instead 
speaking promiscuous one 
senses certain envy her mother, who 
always had mammy wash the dirty 
diapers. 

The unsimplified presentation 19th- 
century social issues provides plenty 
material for the discussions racial 
conflict, family structure and feminist 
struggles that take the second half 
the program. panel academics 
hand after each performance lead the 
discussion. Community response has 
certainly been impressive far: full 
house about 300 people patiently 
waited out 30-minute bomb scare 
attend the first engagement the Boston 
Public Library.

When Jimmy Carter promised his cam- 
paign audiences that president 
would have close, personal, even inti- 
mate relationship with each and every one 
them, more than few smiled disbe- 
position show the country how, through 
brilliant use the media, intimacy can 
packaged for mass consumption. The 
simulated Clinton town meeting, even 
more than his fireside chat and telephone 
call-in shows, reveals Carter’s talents 
the tribal chief the global village. also 
bespeaks the painstaking work his spe- 
cial events staff, support staff and volun- 
teers that necessary market the presi- 
dent’s commitment stay close touch 
with the people. 

That the people Clinton, for whom 
dazzled the Carter visit augurs well for 
the president’s road show other 
communities.

Thomas O’Neill and 
then-incumbent State Secretary John 
F.X. Davoren upstart Paul Guzzi. Last 
fall, percent those going the polls 
favored the Equal Rights Amendment, 
while abolition private handgun own- 
ership, public power and flat rates for 
elecfricity lost more than four-to-one 
margins. The town also voted down the 
graduated income tax and the bottle bill.

Ethical tide swamps House

They would 
take the referral burden off 
police while fitting into “police 
structures,” according Sgt. 
Conway. The courthouse would 
lend the centers credibility the 
eyes both police and judges. 
And such agencies would 
especial help women who 
come court but are more inter- 
ested social services than 
seeing their husbands locked up, 
according Carolyn Donald- 
son, clinical social worker 
the Cambridge Court’s clinic. 
Counselors court, she added, 
might more acceptable 
women whose anti-feminist feel- 
ings ensure that they’ll never 
place like Transition House, 
the Cambridge refuge. 

But court centers have lot 
drawbacks, the Phoenix was

For the many battered women 
who want take legal action 
and have despite everything 
managed learn what re- 
course thay have, there’s ano- 
ther problem: the options are 
bad. For one thing, they often 
leave rather simple fact out 
account, namely that battered 
wife lives with her attacker. The 
weeks- months-long process 
hearings, arraignment and trial 
leaves her still his mercy. Fear 
retaliation keeps many wo- 
men from pressing case. hus- 
band jail can’t bring home 
paycheck. The amount proof 
needed assault and bat- 
tery case may prohibitive. 
the time the trial comes up, the 
woman’s wounds may have 
healed fortunately for her 
body, but unfortunately for her 
case. 

And women may even more 
discouraged after hearing others’ 
stories. They may talk some- 
one like Betty, who says that her 
husband split open her leg (soon 
completely blackened blood 
clot), broke her eardrum and 
bloodied her eyes. Betty pre- 
tended dead ward off 
more blows. When her husband 


then went bed, Betty escaped 
the hospital and later filed as- 
sault and battery charges 
against him. judge sentenced 
him six months probation 
provided enroll alcohol 
treatment program. 

Then there’s Pam who says 
her husband often beat her 
unconscious (leaving her with 
permanent injuries), tried 
blow her car, and battered 
the kids. Despite all the legal 
“options” she tried, she says, 
he’s still police officer. 

Women may fare better 
civil (probate) court, least ini- 
tially; judges often issue re- 
straining orders require the 
man vacate the home. But 
protection orders don’t serve 
invisible shields, magically re- 
pelling determined attackers. 
And police, who often excuse 
their initial inaction telling 
women get protection orders 
instead, may later refuse en- 
force them.

But Carter’s visit last 
week was gesture toward all the 
people Clinton, and towns- 
people felt sense impor- 
tance and pride they had not ex- 
perienced since Philbin’s defeat 
1970. 

Last week’s trip may have 
been just another pitch the 
selling the president the na- 
tion, but the people Clinton 
didn’t have sold. And 
the mock town meeting began, 
any self-consciousness the parti- 
cipants may have felt seemed 
disappear they became part 
the history-making event. 

for Carter himself, the hall 
could have been any one the 
living rooms had 
campaigned for over two 
years. was one the people.

Bombers miss 
their target 


But the FBI may closing

There was one hitch the 
March bombing the W.R. 
Grace Company Marlboro: 
the bombed plant has nothing 
with the W.R. Grace Com- 
pany. 

But the way the FBI tells the 
story, you can hardly blame the 
Sam Melville-Jonathan Jack- 
son unit, the alleged bombers, 
for this little mistake. You might 
blame the phone company in- 
stead. 

8:23 that Saturday even- 
ing just four days before Jim- 
Carter was due arrive 
nearby Clinton blast with 
the force between six 
sticks dynamite ripped 
through portion the former 
W.R. Grace plant Marlboro, 
knocking down few doors, shat- 
tering windows and injuring 
one. Some minutes later 
anonymous caller phoned Bos- 
ton’s United Press International 
office. bombing timed 
coincide with President Carter’s 
said he. Soon after, act- 
ing his instructions, FBI ag- 
ents discovered communique 
from the Melville-Jackson group 
top Commonwealth Ave- 
nue phone booth. 

“The bombing attack W.R. 
read the message. 
“W.R. Grace major indus- 
trial company with interna- 
tional interests chemically 
based products and services 
.... [The company] has always 
been dependent its expan- 
sion and exploitation Third 
World countries.” 

the bombers’ main interest 
was publicity, was bit slow 
coming: the Sunday morning 
editions both Boston dailies 
contained short articles the 
blast the back the paper. 
Monday, though, the bombing 
along with the news that 
President Carter had inten- 
tion changing his planned vis- 
(although security would 
beefed up) was 
news each paper. 

But these accounts carried 
piece news that doubt em- 
barrassed the bombers: the dam- 
aged plant was not owned 
W.R. Grace all, but instead 
the Ideal Roller Company, mak- 
ers component generally 
used printing presses. Ideal 
had once been subsidiary 
W.R. Grace, but that relation- 
ship ended back 1972. 

Even though the bombers ap- 
peared have goofed their 
choice target, FBI officials 
were not about compare them 
last week the Gang That 
Couldn’t Shoot Straight. fact, 
Richard Bates, the special agent 
charge Boston’s FBI office, 
seemed downright complimen- 
tary when discussing the group’s 
research capabilities. 

“All the communications 
they’ve sent have had some re- 
search them,” Bates told 
interview last Thursday.

that period, we’d like set 
the record straight. 

begin with, the Social- 
istworkers Party has always sup- 
ported the development in- 


dependent women’s movement. 


Women the SWP have been 
and will continue active 
fighters women’s rights. The 
SWP works with everyone who 
can unite around specific issues 
like the right abortion, child 
care centers, and passage the 
ERA. its local and national 
election campaigns, women’s 
issues are central. 

also secret that, well 
being feminists, SWP mem- 
bers are socialists. Socialists be- 
lieve that the oppression 
women, well blacks, work- 
ers, gays, etc., fundamental 
capitalism and will not erad- 
icated until capitalist exploita- 
tion the tiny minority white 
men who rule this world re- 
placed socialism (ownership 
and control the majority). 


RUSH 


The SWP sees strong feminist 
movement winning victories 
inspiration others 
struggling for human rights and 
central element the broader 
social movement towards so- 
cialism. 

Within this context, we’ve 
long been aware that the gov- 
ernment doesn’t like the SWP 
any more than does the trade 
union movement, the black lib- 
eration movement, and anti-war 
and feminist movements. The 
SWP’s $40,000,000 lawsuit 
against the government sup- 
ported the Political Rights 
Defense Fund (the first its 
kind) led the release thou- 
sands pages FBI files doc- 
umenting decade-long ven- 
detta against the socialists, in- 
cluding infiltration and spying, 
burglaries, poison-pen 
and planted news stories. All 
this occurred without single 
shred evidence illegal ac- 
tivity the SWP. 

The erroneous and dangerous 
implication the Phoenix arti- 
cles that the splits and dis- 
agreements the movement 
were perpetrated the FBI 
agents the SWP. The doc- 
uments reveal consistent actions 
agents harassment, dis- 
ruption and intimidation direc- 
ted all progressive move- 
ments, including the women’s 
movement. seems ironic 
that the SWP has deal not 
only with being targeted the 
FBI for harassment but also with 
red-baiting newspaper repor- 
ters admittedly sympathetic 
the movemént. Malcolm 


pointed out regarding the gov- 
ernment’s attacks the black 
movement, it’s case turning 
the victim into the criminal. 

movements can learn one lesson 
from these revelations, that 
the FBI plays dirty. favorite 
weapon destroy opposition 
the use and conquer” 
tactics like promoting red-bait- 
ing and creating paranoia about 
who agent within the move- 
ment. 

Over the years, the govern- 
ment has branded trade unions, 
black organizations, anti-war 
committees and other organiza- 
drive away potential supporters 
and cause dissension within 
these groups. Unfortunately, the 
articles Husock and Duman- 
oski, the use unobjective 
and slanted reportage, fed into 
this red-baiting tactic against 
the SWP. fact, these report- 
ers take good coin sections 
FBI reports SWP meetings 
and activities for their primary 
sources and quote two women 
(Linda Gordon and Jane Pol- 
lock) who were and are polit- 
ical disagreement with the SWP. 
Although the SWP mentioned 
frequently the FBI reports and 
your articles, time did 
you attempt interview SWP 
members cited ask for state- 
ment from the SWP. 

don’t wish this time 
dredge all the details the 
disagreements that existed with- 
the movement then. Suffice 
say there were three major polit- 
ical strategies being debated for 


the women’s movement. The 
first, which the SWP supported, 
called for building broad-based 
coalitions around specific de- 
mands like abortion rights with 
mass-action perspective inde- 
pendent the Democratic and 
Republican Parties and direc- 
ted against the government. The 
second strategy (most identified 
with NOW) focused lobbying 
efforts and supporting liber- 
(Democratic Party) candi- 
dates for public office. third 
wing the movement advoca- 
ted more individual approach, 
emphasizing consciousness-rais- 
ing and self-help groups. These 
were political differences that 
existed within the movement in- 
dependently the FBI. the 
course fighting for women’s 
rights, there will continue 
such discussions and disagree- 
ments about how win those 
rights. These discussions and 
even organizational splits the 
movement are not “FBI disrup- 
but are inevitable part 
arriving the most effective 
strategy move the struggle for- 
ward. 

The SWP views open, dem- 
ocratic discussion political dif- 
ferences healthy and essen- 
tial defining strategies and 
taking purposeful action. The 
FBI, the other hand, views 
these political differences op- 
portunities for them widen the 
divisions, encourage women 
fight among themselves rather 
than against the government, 
and ultimately destroy the 
movement. key weapon 
their arsenal used against the 
movement the tactic red- 


baiting and slander. Their 
agents provocateurs and 
formers bring this poison into the 
movement, but, unfortunately, 
their disruptive tactics are ef- 
fective because otherwise sin- 
cere supporters women’s 
rights accept and use this tactic 
also, the detriment the en- 
tire movement. 

Red-baiting means that, 
rather than open discussion 
political differences, groups like 
the SWP are accused 
trating” the movement, “man- 
ipulating struggles and 
coalitions. means 
calling women who share the 
socialists,” these women 
had independent thinking 
abilities their own. 

time Female Liberation 
the Women’s National Abor- 
tion Action Coalition

thing like Boston sensibility 
independent filmmaking, but 
there certainly Boston pres- 
ence: after New York and the 
San Francisco Bay area, Boston 
the largest center indepen- 
dent filmmaking the country, 
with over 300 people (if one in- 
cludes video artists well) 
working the city and its sub- 
urbs. Like independents every- 
where, Boston filmmakers have 
been scattered all over the place 
the simple necessity sup- 
port themselves (Frederick 
Wiseman probably the only in- 
dependent filmmaker town 
earn living solely from his film 
work). Some teach film 
schools; others work free- 
lance basis for television sta- 
tions; many formed small 
production companies and sup- 
port their personal projects 
working commercials in- 
dustrial films; and great many 
more work home and barely 
get all. 


Filmmakers, course, need 
work alone much the time, but 
too much isolation can lead, 
almost always does the other 
arts, provincialism, solipsi- 
ism, repetition. Recently there 
have been couple heart- 
ening developments that will 
help bring Boston filmmakers to- 
gether: first, the Boston 
Film/Video Foundation plans 
open cooperative editing and 
exhibition center (see accom- 
panying box) the spring; and 
second, the Institute for Con- 
temporary Art hosting series 
nine evening programs (all 
“New Boston Filmmakers” 
probably the first time that 
major arts institution, attract- 
ing audiences not primarily com- 
posed film buffs, 
sented shows devoted the 
work individual local film- 
makers. The current selection, 
made the ICA’s educational 
coordinator, Michael Leja, by- 
passes the older, established 
people town (Wiseman, Rich- 
ard Leacock, Pincus, al.)

changes, but the feeling remains 
the same. He’s consummate 
entertainer and, much the 
manner Jerry Lee Lewis, 
whom first met Jacinto 
City, Texas, some years ago, 
Sleepy never leaves audience 
unsatisfied; the dance floor al- 
ways fills with couples all 
ages. Whether he’s roaring

with totally unexpected blues 
number like Muddy Waters’s 
virtually unknown “Young Fash- 
ioned Ways,” Sleepy almost al- 
ways has the crowd his capa- 
cious hip pocket. 

“When started off night- 
clubs and things, just scared 
death. legs would just 
shake and would sweating 
all over. But then said my- 
self one day, ‘Hey, like this, 
got get through this stage 
fright. got relax and feel 
out people, get know them, get 
some kind communication go- 
ing.’ That’s pretty much the way 
goes. don’t plan anything. It’s 
all trial and error, guess. the 
first two three things don’t 
work, then just move around 
and try something else.” 

Sleepy’s basic philosophy 
sounds little cavalier, that 
doesn’t take into account his un- 
canny ability sense mood, 
pull together even the most 
ragged ensemble, and fashion 
unlikely set hits and ob- 
scurities come across, 
invariably throwing for good 
measure short musical history 
rockabilly. Each performance 
follows pattern and logic all its 


own, but Sleepy presides over

Boston, according Smoki 
Bacon, those who have the 
money spend less than those who 
don’t.

Whereas din- 
ner party the food the puta- 
tive main attraction (which 
eases the strain the social 
business), the cocktail supper 
interpersonal relationships are 
the avowed concern and the 
hors-d’oeuvres serve more ob- 
vious social purpose. They pro- 
vide conversation-openers. They 
initiate body contact the buf- 
fet table. And, Hapgood notes, 
they relieve the hunger created 
by.the tension the party. 

But while hors are 
certainly binding agent, they 
interfere with their very ob- 
jective. There nothing less 
pleasant than watching some- 
one’s face contort with chewing, 
unless it’s having one’s own mas- 
tications scrutinized. And noth- 
ing less sexy than errant 
glob food lodged between the 
front teeth. Granted, the hors 
d’oeuvre has been conceived 
forfend such contretemps 
they’re usually bite-sized and 
erotic but who hasn’t had soft 
cheese stick the palate, offer- 
ing solution but extricate 
with finger? Who hasn’t 
plopped radish into her mouth 
only discover that it’s too big 
clamp between her teeth? 

Soon, social dynamics will 
entirely pre-empted con- 
sumption.

The British are less likely 
encounter fraud the wine mar- 
ket, because port has been sing- 
led out for strict protection un- 
der British law. Though “porto” 
accounts for less than one per- 
cent American wine sales, 
has been favorite English- 
men since the 18th century. 

Port gained this status 
through appeal patrio- 
tism. Gentlemen the 1600s 
preferred claret, but continuous 
war with France and the growth 
mercantilism led first heavy 
tariffs and finally embargo 
the claret trade. despera- 
tion the thirsty British turned 
Portuguese wine, whose 17th- 
century version was rudely 
strong. Sarah Bradford records 
the Scottish response Portu- 
guese wine: 

Firm and erect the 

Caledonian stood, 

Good was his claret, and his 
mutton good, 
“Let him drink the 

British statesman cried: 

drank the poison, and 
his spirit died. 

The identity the inventor 
modern port wine shrouded 
the pleasantly fuddled 
time. But the idea was simple 
and has not been improved up- 
this day. The wine the 
Duoro allowed ferment un- 
til half its sugar has been trans- 
mogrified into alcohol. Fermen- 
tation then stopped the ad- 
dition brandy (two parts 
nine parts wine), which drowns 


the yeast; this process called 
fortification. 

The fortification -port ac- 
counts for its distinctly sweet fla- 
vor, and raises its alcoholic con- 
tent proof. The resulting 
wine was more pleasing the 


British palate, but one more 


was required. Fortification slows 
aging: the best port matures for 
least fifteen years. Fortifica- 
tion and patient care turn 
strong, dry Portuguese wine into 
Cinderella port. 

This the process followed 
the English Duoro valley grow- 
ers for over two hundred years. 
The process hasn’t changed, and 
neither have the growers. Croft, 
Warre, Offley the family 
names are distinctly British, 
though the invaders have been 
somewhat absorbed through in- 
termarriage. 

ceremony sanctified its 
long history, these growers gath- 
every year. Each one an- 
nounces whether the crop has 
been good one: they unan- 
imously declare success, the 
year’s wine called vintage port. 
there dissent, the wine 
mixed with other years’, and 
called tawny ruby port. 
Though vintage port more val- 
uable than the tawny ruby 
variety, shippers are reluctant 
declare vintage year, since that 
crop will become the standard 
for their product. practice this 
means that there are three 
four vintage years per decade. 
the these were 1960, 1963, 
and 1966. (Some dissenting 
growers, feeling they had grown 
the best wine they can produce, 
declared vintage years for their

For less dedicated port-lov- 
ers, rubies start under $5. Re- 
cent tawnies fill the intermed- 
iate range.

Viticultural connoisseurs 
sometimes suggest that adver- 
tised port avoided, because 
mass-marketed wines are aimed 
for the common palate, the least 
common denominator.
